The Chamber began the promotion of their“Ground 
Floor Paint-up” project at their July 26 meeting.

The paint-up project is the next step in a process 
which began in April with the introduction of the 
Operation Facelift concept. 

The Chamber of Commerce voted to pursue the 
project for downtown East Jordan under the leader- 
ship of chairperson Joan Lemerand. 

Areview of the buildings along Main Street showed 
the predominant architecture to be tum-of-the-cen- 
tury. A color scheme has been chosen appropriate to 
that era. 

Linda Snyder, co-owner and decorator at Busy 
Bridge Antiques and Gifts, will coordinate the selec- 
tion of paint colors with building owners who are 
interested in becoming involved with the improve- 
ment effort. 

Three downtown paint dealers, Evan’s Building 
and Home Supply, Ben Franklin’s and the East Jordan 
Co-op, will offer discounts to business owners who 
take part in the project. The discounts will be given to 
businesses that have signed a painting agreement with 
the Chamber of Commerce.

Swimming is a summer tradition, but so is 
swimmers’itch. The schistosome dermatitis occurs 
when cercariae, free-swimming larval worms pro- 
duced in the tissues of certain snails, penetrate the 
skin. In Michigan they are only able to penetrate the 
skin and cause no systemic problems. To avoid the 
little blighters, stay away from situations that encour- 
age birds to remain in swimming areas, and steerclear 
of concrete walls or rocks where infected snails may 
lay eggs. It also appears that most swimmers contact 
the parasites while swimming on eastern and southern 
lakeshores. After swimming, swimmers should al- 
ways briskly towel dry as a final preventative mea- 
sure,

By the time fruits and 
vegetables reach your 
neighborhood store, most 
pesticide residues have 
been eliminated through 
the chemical breakdown 
over time, and through 
rinsing and polishing. 

Although most fruits 
and vegetables are resi- 
due-free when you buy 
them, for the small quan- 
tities that might remain 
on the skin of the pro- 
duce, simple cold water 
washing will eliminate or 
significantly reduce any 
residue. 

The following are some 
tips to keep in mind as 
you prepare fresh food 
for yourself and your 
family: 


* Buy fresh fruits and 
vegetables from repu- 
table grocers or directly 
from farmers or city mar- 
kets. Familiarity with a 
retail food business will 
help you gauge the qual- 
ity and consistency of 
their fresh food, and will 
makeiteasierto approach 
them with questions and 
concerns about their 
products. 


* Buy only top-quality 
fruits and vegetables. 
This doesn’t necessarily 
mean “perfect looking”. 
Some less-than-perfect 
looking produce may 
have been grown organi- 
cally (without pesticides) 
but wholesomeness and 
taste will not be compro- 
mised.

But fresh 
food should never be 
stored in closed, plastic 
bags because condensa- 
tion that occurs may has- 
ten ripening or cause the 
growth of mold. Never 
place washed produce 
back into a bag that once 
held unwashed food: you 
don’t want to recontami- 
nate Clean food with mi- 
cro-organisms. 

* Wash all fruits and 
vegetables in cold water 
without detergentor soap. 
Soap residue can be dif- 
ficult to remove from 
some foods and soap is 
not intended to be con- 
sumed. 

* Water helps remove 
soil particles and other 
debris that may be hard 
to see, especially on leafy 
green vegetables like let- 
tuce. Place the food in a 
colander and rinse well 
making sure to clean all 
sides of the produce, or 
fill aclean sink withclean 
cool water and let the

fruits and vegetables soak 
for a few minutes. 

* Some fruits and veg- 
etables, like strawberries 
and mushrooms, have a 
high water content and 
should only be washed 
just prior to eating. Store 
these foods away from 
washed produce in the 
refrigerator. 

* Fruits and vegetables 
that grow below ground 
or just above it can pick 
up additional organisms 
and pesticides from the 
soil than other kind of 
produce. These include 
potatoes, squash, water- 
melon, cantaloupe, car- 
rots, parsnips and ruta- 
baga. While rinsing in 
clear, cold water scrub 
the skin or rind with a 
firm vegetable brush. It 
is important to not only 
scrub the rind but use a 
clean knife when cutting 
into any produce so bac- 
teria on the outside is not 
transported to the inside.
